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(54) COMMODITY SALE CANCELING SYSTEM 

(57) Abstract:

PURPOSE: To improve the exactness and operability of COPYRIGHT: (C)1990,JPO&Japio 
information for cancel transaction by informing a POS 
number and the successive number of transaction, 
receiving the detailed information of sales transaction, 
confirming the detailed information, afterwards, 
informing a cancel telegraphic message and canceling the 
transaction. 



CONSTITUTION: A logging file 3 is provided to totally 
register the sales transaction of the commodity, which 
is informed from each POS by the generated telegraphic 
message, in correspondence to the POS number and the 
successive number of the transaction. A transaction 
telegraphic message processing task 2-1 takes the sales 
transaction, whichL has the said POS number anoMhe 
successive number of the transaction, out of the logging 
file 3 and returns a prepared response telegraphic 
message to the POS in correspondence to a request 
telegraphic message to request the detailed information 
for the cancel. In correspondence to the confirmation of 
contents in this response telegraphic message, the said 
sales transaction is canceled from the logging file 3 
based on the cancel telegraphic message informed from 
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partial translation of JPA02-2367951 



[Part 1] 

As shown in Fig. 1, the present invention includes logging 
file 3, which collectively registers a sales transaction of 
commodities informed by means of an electrical message for 
generation 1) from each POS, in correspondence to a POS 
number and a transaction serial number. In response to an 
electrical message for request 2) which requests a POS number 
from each POS and detailed information for canceling 
specified by a transaction serial number, a transaction 
electrical message processing task 2-1 takes out from logging 
file 3 a sales transaction which has the POS number and the 
transaction serial number and generates an electrical message 
for response 3), which is then sent back to the POS . After 
the POS has confirmed the content of the electrical message 
for response 3) and generated an electrical message for 
canceling 4), the task cancels the sales transaction from 
logging file 3. 'V 'u 

Accordingly, to cancel a sales transaction, detailed 
information of this sales transaction-. is taken from a POS by 
transmitting an electrical message for response "2) which has 
a designated POS number and a designated transaction serial 
number. Having confirmed the detailed information, the sales 
transaction is canceled by transmitting an electrical message 
for canceling 4). Thus, the sales transaction, which 
corresponds to a commodity, can be canceled without fail by a 
simple operation. 

[Part 2] 

At first, examples of electrical messages will be explained 
with reference to Fig. 2. 

In Fig. 2, electrical message for generation 1) is used to 
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register sales transactions from POS 1-1, 1-2 to logging file 
3. This electrical message for generation 1) is comprised of 
a plurality of connection of a fixed part "POS number", an 
identifier of an electrical message for generation, a 
transaction serial number, and detailed data of each 
commodity (a commodity number, a brand item, FD (Free 
Definition), and price). 

Electrical message for request 2) is used to request all of 
the detailed information of a sales transaction which 
corresponds to the POS number and the transaction serial 
number, in order to cancel sales transactions from POS 1-1, 
1-2. This request electrical message 2) is comprised of a 
fixed part "POS number", an identifier of an electrical 
message for request, and a transaction serial number. 

Electrical message for response 3) is used to send back 
detailed information of a sales transaction, which is taken 
from logging file 3, in response to electrical message for 
request 2). This electrical; message for' response 3) is 
comprised of a plurality of connection of a fixed part "POS 
number", an identifier of an electrical message for response, 
a transaction serial number to be canceled, and detailed data 
of "each commodity ( a ""commodity "number a brand item, FD, and 
price ) . 

Electrical message for canceling 4) is used to cancel a sales 
transaction, which is registered in logging file 3. This 
electrical message for canceling 4) is comprised of a fixed 
part "POS number", an identifier of an electrical message for 
canceling, a sales transaction to be canceled and detailed 
data of each commodity (a commodity number, a brand item, FD, 
and price ) . 

These electrical messages are transmitted as 1 ) to 4 ) shown 
in Fig. 1 to cancel a sales transaction from -logging file 3.
